The annual maintenance will be mere 
ly the cost of renewing the covering, 
probably from 4 cents to Z> cents per 
square yard per annum. By this meth- 
od no wear whatever will take place 
on the broken stOSS, and in a sense 
that portion of the ordinary macadam 
road which lakes the wear will there- 
after be only a foundation for the 
bituminous wearing cost 

The protective coat referred to would 
probably be Inadeqnats for traffic, and 
the Introduction of bituminous binders 
Into the voids between the broken 
stones would be neceasarj. 

A good deal of work of this sort is 
helng done now in an experimental 
way by mixing the bituminous mate- 
rial with the broken stone before It 
Is placed on the roadway or by grout- 
ing the bituminous material into the 
spaces between and around the broken 
stone after it has been placed and par- 
tially rolled 

The cost of the ordinary macadam 
road Is probably from 20 to 50 cents 
per square yard, and tbe roadway will 
require a protective covering at least 
as often as once In two years, it 
would be economical to rely upon the 
protective covering and tu omit the bi- 
tuminous Material from the voids be- 
tween trip stone while tbe traffic re- 
mains aa at present.
